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Important Anniversaries in 1935 


“Coming events cast their shadows 
before,” said Lincoln many years ago; 
and I know of no better time than the 
present to start “shadow-castin” for 
1935’s stamp issues. The new Presi- 
dential series has been partly prom- 
ised, but no mention has as yet been 
made of the new year’s commemora- 
tive stamps, and the question every 
collector is asking is, “Just what 
events and persons will be postally 
honored during the coming twelve 
months ?” 

Not being an oracle I cannot ac- 
curately answer that question, and the 
best I can do is offer a few plausible 
suggestions, all of which are worthy 
of commmemorative stamps. Two of 
the suggestions concern persons who 
made important contributions to our 
country, persons whose names are fa- 
miliar to the schoolboy as well as to 
those to whom school and history are 
but vague memories. The third deals 
with the anniversary of the coloniza- 
tion of one of the original states of 
the Union. 


The first person to be considered 
as a possible subject of a commemora- 
tive issue was a leading figure during 
the revolution and the dark days fol- 
lowing the treaty of peace with Eng- 
land. He is John Adams, first Vice- 
President, and second President of the 
United States, the Bicentennial of 
—_ birth will fall on next October 
30th. 


Adams’ career was an honorable one 
and his services to his country were 
many. While Washington was the 
military leader of the revolution, Ad- 
ams, too, was a leader—but a leader 
of statesmen instead of soldiers, with 
tongue and pen taking the place of 
powder and shot. We see Adams at 
the convention in Boston following the 
famous tea tax imposed by the Brit- 
ish; Adams, bitterly opposed to the 
tax, devoting his energy to its opposi- 
tion, Adams advocating the Declara- 
tion of Independence; Adams aiding in 
the framing of that document, and

Perry announced 
his brilliant victory to General Har- 
rison, the American army commander, 
with those never-to-be-forgotten 
words: 

“We have met the enemy and they 
are ours. Two ships, two brigs, one 
schooner, and one sloop.”

The next possible commemorative 
on my list is as good as assured, al- 
though I have not as yet heard any- 
thing concerning its issue; it is the 
Connecticut Tercentenary which will 
be celebrated in 1935. With similar 
anniversaries of both Maryland and 
Wisconsin being commemorated in ’34 
it can safely be said that Connecticut 
will not be overlooked. 

The first settlements in Connecticut 
were the towns of Wethersfield and 
Windsor, both founded in 1635 by emi- 
grants from Massachusetts who left 
that colony because of the intolerable 
government of the Puritans. A few 
Dutch settlers from New Amsterdam 
had been attracted by the rich land of 
the Connecticut River valley some 
years before, but emigration did not 
begin in earnest until 1635. 





I might add a fourth anniversary to 
my list—not that I ever exvect it to 
be commemorated, however—the cen- 
tennial of the invention of the Morse 
telegraph; I mention it merely for fur- 
ther completeness. As long as the 
telegraph is one of Mr. Farley’s rivals, 
and Western Union continues to say, 
“Don’t write, telegraph!” I’m afraid 
we'll have to count it out as a pos- 








sible subject for a commemorative 
issue.

No. 2c Imperforate Pane! 

The parable of the 2c imperforate 
pane certainly has its good points. 
It brought philatelic circles out of 
their long winter naps, set telegraph 
wires buzzing and also made neces- 
sary hurried telephone calls and hasty 
visits throughout the Post Office De- 
partment by a group of harassed 
Washington reporters, reporters who 
were afraid that they had been asleep 
at the switch, or that the Florida 
stamp clubs had achieved the prac- 
tically impossible, that of getting a 
stamp announced without previous 
news leaking out via the subway or 
elevated routes. 

Philatelic terminology and a mis- 
understood telephone conversation 
were responsible for the erroneous 
report. The Stamp Club at St. Peters- 
burg, Florida, is having a stamp ex- 
hibition from February 18 to 23, and 
was sponsor of a request for a 2c 
imperforate pane. This idea resulted 
in a telephone conversation between 
Congressman J. Hardin Peterson and 
Mr. C. B. Eilenberger, third assistant 
postmaster general. Mr. Eilenberger 
explains that the mistake occurred 
when he informed Mr. Peterson by 
telephone that “we were supplying 
a stamp frame for the exhibition,” 
not a special pane of stamps. To the 
uninitiated, it might easily seem that 
a frame of stamps and a pane or sheet 
of stamps was one and the same 
thing. 

No doubt the Club in St. Petersburg] ] 
is disappointed, after having their 
hopes raised in such a fashion, never- 
theless their Club exhibit has been 
advertised far and wide, in the phila- 
telic press and elsewhere, and we 
trust that the attendance will be 
great and a good time had by all.

Just across the Hall from the Phil- 
atelic Agency is a large room, that 
may or may not be utilized for the 
prospective philatelic Museum of the 
Post Office Department.

Mr. Chapman also wants to know 
what happened to the 1847 and 1851 
issues after they were declared ob- 
solete. These were declared obsolete 
or not valid for postage at the out- 
break of the Civil War so that stocks 
in hands of non-unionists would be 
valueless. To go about doing this a 
certain period of time was allowed in 
which holders of stamps could present 
them for redemption. All that were 
redeemed, and also remaining stocks, 
were destroyed at the expiration of 
this period. 


Unfortunate But Necessary 


Ir. Fred S. Hunlock of Collingdale, 
Pa., tells of receiving a Scott National 
Album as a Christmas present and 
then buying a Scott Catalogue and 
finding that the numbers in the Album 
printed and placed there by the pub- 
lishers, do not agree in all instances 
with the numbers in their catalogue. 

Dr. Hunlock inquired from the pub- 
lishers as to the reason for this lack 
of agreement between the two publi- 
cations and was advised that was “un- 
fortunate but necessary”. 

To one who will take the time to 
think on the mater for a few minutes, 
this situation is one that is of course 
very unfortunate yet we do not be- 
lieve necessary. It would appear that 
one of the most desirable features 
that could be incorporated in the pub- 
lications of a firm of this sort should 
be a system whereby their publications 
from year to year would agree with 
each other in listings. We fail to find 
any reason why the numbers in last 
years catalogues and albums should 
not be the same as those in the current 
books. 

It is understood that there are times 
when changes or additions must be 
made, but for the sake of uniformity, 
it would appear that all of this could 
be done by some other method of 
numbering than by renumbering the 
country or any part of it.

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No More Australian 
Air Stamps?

Copies of a new Australian postage 
stamp of the denomination of 1 shill- 
ing, six pence, have reached the United 
States and collectors of the issues of 
the big continent in the South Pacific 
are not a little worried over its signifi- 
cance. The appearance of this stamp 
was heralded last summer by the 
Australian Stamp Monthly with the 
prediction that it would be the first 
of possibly several new stamps that 
would be available for both regular 
postage and air mail postage with 
eventual elimination of special issues 
for the latter purpose. 

“This stamp, issued Dec. 1, 1934, 
will be primarily intended for use on 
the anticipated Australia-England air 
mail route, and will be of the denomi- 
nation 1/6. It has been decided, how- 
ever, that this stamp will be added to 
the ordinary postage series, instead of 
being purely an airmail stamp, and it 
will therefore be inscribed ‘Postage’ 
instead of ‘Air Mail Service’. 

“This decision presages the ultimate 
abandonment, as unnecessary, of spe- 
cial air stamps in Australia—a de- 
cision which will be welcomed by the 
majority of collectors who do not care 
to envisage the lengthy air issues of 
other countries. The new stamp will 
be of interest, as we understand that 
the designer is Mr. H. P. Brown, direc- 
tor-general of posts and telegraphs, 
who, we are told, has prepared an 
allegorical subject for reproduction. 
The color of the stamp will be ‘bright 
plum’—past experience with this de- 
scription leads us to expect lake or 
claret.” 

The stamp is of the large oblong 
size that has been favored for the 
Australian commemorative issues, is 
described by the Australian press as 
pale claret and the design is a full 
figure of the winged Mercury between 
globes representing the two hemi-

PHILATELIC We often wonder if 
ETHICS the so called code of 
Philatelic Ethics is 
not somewhat lopsided. This thought 
is brought to our mind by the recent 
distribution of a circular letter offer- 
ing for sale a machine to perforate 
the straight edges of postage stamps. 
The circular comes from a Mr. 
George Rabb of Chicago. We are led 
to believe from reading the circular 
that a machine this type was first 
made for “a group of local stamp 
dealers”. We further infer from the 
circular that this man Rabb operates 
a machine shop in which the machines 
were made. All this is gathered from 
the circular. 

Now we realize fully that any open 
and frank discussion of a matter of 
this nature is something that few 
people are apt to take part in for 
various reasons. Yet we feel that 
there is need for discussion on such 
subjects. Everyone is entitled to his

is necessary that anyone, before 
fot tbo an opinion should consider 
the matter in a thorough manner and 
state his opinion in a manner that 
‘will leave no question as to his 
| thoughts. 
It has always been our belief from 
| what we have learned of the subject 
in printed articles that if a collector of 
‘rare paintings should obtain a paint- 
| ing that has been scuffed or damaged 
|in some manner, that the ethics of 
the collector of paintings permitted 
| the restoration of the painting with- 
out loss of prestige to the collector or 
the painting. In other words it was 
desirable to restore or keep in as near 
the original state as possible. 

We realize fully that there is an 
enormous number of damaged stamps 
that are repaired and mended. The 
one regret is that frequently, these 
stamps are disposed of as perfect cop- 
ies. That then is as we see it the 
only offense. We feel that one is 
justified in repairing or having re- 
paired a damaged specimen. We 
would not however, approve of the 
sale of this specimen as a_ perfect 
copy. 

Many United States Stamps are 
originally issued with straight edges. 
If we as collectors would look at 
these copies in the proper manner, we 
would recognize the straight edge 
copies as being regularly issued and 
therefore as desirable or as valuable 
as those which are perforated on all 
four sides. As a matter of fact, they 
are regularly issued copies and are 
more rare than those that are perfor- 
ated on all four sides; yet custom and 
the cataloguers have placed a ban on 
such copies, valuing them at less than 
a fully perforated copy. 

The question therefore is, is it ethi- 
cal for a collector possessing one of 
these unfinished or partly perforated 
issues, to perforate the straight edge 
of the stamp to make it appear as the 
other stamps in the sheet and as it 
should have been issued by the gov- 
ernment. 

In doing this is the collector or 
dealer violating any ethical practice 
that is injurious or detrimental to the 
hobby. 

We do not wish the above query to 
be confused with such practices as 
taking imperforate stamps and mak- 
ing coils of them or of making fully 
perforated stamps of them, neither 
would we wish the collector to believe | @ 
that if you can add perforations to an 
unfinished stamp which the govern- 
ment has failed to perforate on one 
edge that it is just as plausible to be- 
lieve that one could as readily remove 
the perforations from a stamp and 
make an imperforate stamp of it. 

There is a decided difference which 
we readily recognize. 

In the one instance the collector is 
merely trying to improve the appear- 
ance of his property by adding the 
perforating that the Government 
omitted or failed to do and thus mak- 
ing the stamp a specimen that meets 
with the current idea of what a per-

Have Ecuador's postal artists joined the 
Cubist school? 

In contrast to the conservative and 
rather old-fashioned issues which have 
heretofore come from this South Ameri- 
can republic, a new very striking and 
modernistic 2 centavos, green, stamp has 
arrived. This stamp is required as a tax 
on all letters, the proceeds being used to 
build a new Postal and Telegraph Build- 
ing in the city of Guyaquil. The design 
consists of a telegraph pole, a mail car- 
rier’s horn such as was used in the days 
of the old mail coaches, and a streak of 
lightning flashing across the stamp. The 
whole design is symbolic of the great im- 
provement in modern methods of com- 
munication over those which prevailed 
less than fifty years ago. At the bottom 
of the stamp are the words, ‘‘Casa de 
Correos y Telegraphos de Guyaquil’’, 
which means ‘‘Postal and Telegraph 
Building in Guyaquil’’.

The setting calls 
for 100 and 100 were printed on a bio- 
globina, ten of them being so placed 
that they received none of the illus- 
trated matter which appears on this 
map—prospectus. In other words, 
they were clear on both sides. Five 
of them were sold to a New York 
dealer for $25 each, and we illustrate 
herewith two of the ninety which 
show the Spanish text of the bioglo- 
bina. There is no use furnishing a 
translation, for the lines are too short 
to hitch - and make any sense, but 
it shows clearly how the stamps were 
made and they cannot be called proofs 
for there is no necessity of making a 
proof of a stamp which has been is- 
sued and used for a number of years. 

The matter has been called to the 
attention of the Scott Company with 
recommendation that the listing be 
deleted and it was further suggested 
that it would be well, in the future, 
to consult specialists of the countries 
involved, before making such entries 
in the catalog. Had I been approached 
in this matter, I could have told them 
all about these so called stamps; I 
would have pointed out to them that 
in my exhibit of Air Mails of this 
country, which were shown at the 
“Apex” in London in May of last 
year, there appears the following for 
the world to read: “Grave doubts ex- 
ist as to the legitimacy of some of the 
later imperforates—but there is no 
doubt whatsoever of the stamps 
printed on both sides, oftentime with 
a different value.” 

I hope the above will make clear to 
my fellow members in the Society 
exactly what these “Printed on Both 
Sides” stamps consist of and that 
they will not be provoked into trying 
to purchase something which is mere- 
ly an idle moment’ impression on a 
piece of waste paper.

Better Perforations 





Mr. R. E. Dauber of Columbus 
sends a page torn from Current Sci- 
ence which carries an article on perf- 
orating our stamps. The article ex- 
plains an electric eye which guides 
the perforating machine and attempts 
to keep it hitting in the proper margin 
between the rows of stamps. The eye 
ls operated by light rays which reflect 
from the white paper into the eye, 
thus if the color of the stamp ink 
comes in contact with the eye it does 
not move, only moving to position as 
the reflection comes from the white 
gutter between the stamps or from 
the edge of the sheet, thus keeping 
the sheet directly under the needles 
of the perforating machine.

At that 
this window is of service to collectors 
and if properly managed will be of 
some good to the Government. It 
would seem that the carrying of mini- 
ature sheets would take some of the 
work from the Philatelic Agency in 
Washington, as a large number of 
orders come from New York.
